GUATEMALA-CITY, Tuesday, Sept. 


13.—It is possible that the American 
state department win bo asked to in- 
tervene In tho controversy which has 
grown out of the extension of the Pan- 
American line into Guatemalan terri- 
tory. In 1908 the Guatemala Central 
railroad, an American corporation, was 
granted an exclusive concession to ex- 
tend its line to the frontier of Mexico, 
thus completing another link in the 


j Pan-American railroad system. Prefer- 
ential right was also granted to build 
a bridge to connect this line with the 
Mexican Pan-American railroad. 
Late in 1909 a company, of which 


David E. Thompson, formerly Ameri- 
can ambassador to Mexico, became the 
president, and tho son of 
President 


Dla?.1 one of the directors, purchased 
the Mexican Pan-American 
railroad. 


In January last President Thompson 


secured from the glvernment of Guate- 
mala a concession allowing

THE 
BLACK HAND OUTRAGES 


The outrages committed by the Black Hand society from time to time 


during the past few years in this country should cause the police authorities 
to combine their forces in order to stamp out this combination of black- 
mailers, kidnappers and assassins. 


E\ erybody suspected of being in the remotest way connected with this 


society should he finger-printed, so as to be easily afterwards identified 
if wanted for any crime. . 


It* seems that a lot of these criminals make their escape simply by 


moving from one city to another after committing a crime. The men who 
engage in this business do not'give their time to daily toil. 
They must 


spend their lives in idleness or in plotting where they can .gel money by 
blackmail or murder. . It should be comparatively easy for the police of 
different .cities to single out such men. 


Dangerous characters of this kind should be held under strict sur- 


veillance by.the police, so that when a Black Hand crime is committed the 
authorities may know just where to look for the culprits, and may have 
some,means of identification that will help bring about their conviction. •• 


It seems that such crimes are confined largely to this country and 


perpetrated by one class of foreigners. 
The aims of the society are so 


diabolical that they should incite the detective instinct of police authorities I 
everywhere to.greater vigilance and exertion in order to exterminate or 
banish the whole vile horde.

• street corners or in the house to house canvass and which misrepresents 
the candidates in the field. 


This sort of canvass is very common of late, and it is only the men 


who' are out of employment who cnn afford time to go from house to house 
in the district or in a city to solicit ,votes.

The voters should understand this and should not be led merely.by the 


personal solicitations of an individual candidate to throw iiwny their votes 
upon him simply because through selfish motives he called upon them at 
their homes. 
Vote for the best candidate whether he solicits your vote 


or not and do not bind yourself to vote only for the man who calls at your 
home to solicit your vote unless you know that he is the very best in 
the field. 


THE VALUE OF THE SMOKE MASK 


One of the breeziest and most instructive addresses delivered nt. the 


. firemen's convention was that by Thomas W. Roose of Engine 8, Boston. 


The subject, was the value of the smoke mask in fighting 
fires, 
ami 
lie 


demonstrated in a clear and logical manner the gvenl advantages to be 
derived from the pVoper use of the smoke mask in .fighting fires. Judging 
from the speaker's remarks, it appears that, the smoke mask is not gener- 
ally used nor even generally understood by firemen. 


Mr. Roose believes that the smoke mask-is capable of great improve- 


ment, and that eventually it will enable a fireman to pass through volumes 
of .dense smoke from which he would otherwise have to flee. The speaker 
mentioned as an instance of what is possible, the -"ammonia helmets" used 
by employes of storage warehouses, enabling them to make repairs under 
conditions which but for the advantages afforded by this device would 
necessitate shutting down the plant. 


.If, as Mr. Roose asserts, these devices are successfully employed by 


various governments, by steamship lines, in mines, in the mephitic gases of 
sewers, or wherever it is necessary for men to enter 
an 
imhreathcnble 


atmosphere, then there is no reason why it should not be used with equal 
success by the average fire department. 


. ^ The helmets which he described were of three kinds: First, those to 


which, external air is.supplied through hose to the point desired; second, 
those sc!f contained, such as the oxygen helmet, or that to which a tank is 
attached containing compressed nir; third, those condensing or liltorin- 
what little air may be contained in the fumes or smoke. 


The smoke masks generally tried by fire departments, Mr. Roose slated, 


are of the last type, but they have proved a failure, innsmitch as they 
don't supply enough air to support life if the fumes be very dense. 
Il'p. 


favored the oxygen helmet as the most, practical for fire duty. 
It would 


appear at least to. the inexperienced that Mr. Roose made somo very fine 
points in regard to smoke masks, and if his claims arc true it seems that 
every up-to-date fire department, should equip itself with a number of these 
smoke masks without delay. 


It is well to adopt every life-saving device to meet emergencies. There 


:ire cases where lives could be easily saved if a fireman could adopt any 
method of passing through dense volumes of smqko that under ordinary 
conditions would quickly prove fatal. 
This purpose, according to Mr. 


KOOHC, can be accomplished by the proper use of the smoke mask. 


The more discussion of the possibilities of such devices will set some 


inventor thinking so (lint eventually the smoke mask will bo made more 
simple, more practical, more effective. There IK no reason why tliorc should 
not bo firemen (-quipped with such mnsk« ready to enter » building tilled 
with dense smoke JUH(. us n diver will go under water with absolute safely.

This 
takes no account of the bevy of song 
birds that fly over the Atlantic every

In her long career on the 


stage as leading woman and co-star 
with Sir Henry Irving and later by 
lierself she has portrayed nearly every 
important feminine role depicted by the 
sreat dramatist. 


In speaking of her coming American 
ectures she said:

characters for an 


hour and a quarter at a time, and if

"For instance, you have doubtless 


noted that the poet's heroines are usu- 
ally spoken of as being so essentially 
feminine. 
Well, they were not. Take 


Eosalind, tako Portia, take Viola, for 
example. 
Consider how ready they 


all were to adopt the manner and cos- 
ume of men and how they contrived 
o deceive even their own lovers by 
heir masculine bearing." 
Ellen Terry: was born In 1848 and 
tade her initial appearance on the 


stage more than forty years ago.. She 
was married three years ago, when 
nearly sixty. What is there about the 
stago that keeps women young1? 


"The Divine Sarah." 


Sarali Bernhardt 'is nearly four years 


older than Ellen Terry, but looks and 
acts more than four years younger. It 
is not too much to say of»her that she 
lias been the leading Frenchwoman of 
her day, not only ranking as perhaps 
the most famous actress in the world, 
but having written novels, books and 
plays and having taken prizes in scnlp- 
:ure and painting. Her first appearancs 
in America this year Is a.t Chicago, on 
Oct. 31. Later she goes to New York 
for a four weeks' engagement and aft- 
erward makes a tour of the country.

While on the production of one of her 
plays she arose at 7:30 in the morning 
and did not retire till 2 o'clock at night. 
She rehearsed from 9 till 12 and from 1 
till B, supervised the scene painting, 
decorating and 
costuming- in detail, 


looked over accounts with her cashier 
and attended to the business manage- 
ment, besides taking the leading role In 
the play itself.

Italian Operas Brought Out Hero. - 
America also is lu have a race for her 


favor between two Italian composers, 
Pietro Mascagni ar.d Giacomo. Puccini. 
Both of them are lo be he-re in the fall, 
each bringing out his latest work. This 
is a new departure nnd rhows the ad- 
vancc of America a.-i a musical center. 
Heretofore first productions o( Italian 
operas have almost ahvays been given 
in Italy. Mascagni's ne\v opera is "Yso- 
bcl," and he will conduct it himself. He 
also Is under contract to appear a* the 
conductor of a symphony orchestra at 
least sixteen times each month whilo ho 
remains in tills country, aiascagni, who 
Is forty-seven years old and the father 
'Of f!vc, has been in America Before, but 
his wife-left, declaring thnt she would 
never, no never, return. Now the Ital- 
ian societies are preparing to receive 
and entertain both the signora and 
himself, so perhaps It will seem more 
like home. 
Mnscagni is th« composer 


of "Cavaileria Rusticana" and other 
well known operas. 


Puccini does not conduct his own op- 


eras,'perhaps because he is so nervous 
on first nights. His new work that will 


bo given Its Initial performance /in 
America is "The Girl of the Golden 
West," founded on the play of the same 
name. 


"I saw.'The Girl of the GoJden West' 


as a play when I wa.s in America a few 
years ago," he said recently. "I was 
fascinated by it. Well, you know, the 
strength of tho elemental passions, the 
health and vijjor ,of ' the characters, 
struck me. 'Thurc is an opera in that,' 
I thought. And so I set to work. 
I 


have been working, on it a long time 
now. I follow the play quite closely, al- 
though the third act is somewhat modi- 
fied. The characters are the same, but 
I put more soul into them." 


Among Puccini's best known compo- 


sitions are "Manon 1>sraut," "La Bo- 
bcme," "La To'sca" and "Madam But- 
terlly." He has been in New York be- 
fore at the production ot the last nam- 
ed opera. 
At first nights he usually 


sits in the wings and violently smokes 
cigarettes. His nervousness was ex- 
emplified at. a recent production of 
"Manon Leecaut." 


"I am quite worn out," he exclaimed, 


throwing a cigarette stump away and 
lig-htlng a new one. "I always am the 
night of a performance. 
Success or 


failure, It is-.*U the same 
wrought up. 
- 


Just, then waves of applause wer« 


carried across the footlights. 


"Oh, yes, of course, I prefer this, but 


the excitement and worry are "quite-the' 
same. -An audience.is always.more-or 
less an uncertain• quantity. 
You..can 


never be quite sure of what it will 
like."

ODERN Japan's annexation 


of ancient Korea seems to 
be largely a matter of form. 
In point of fact Korea has 


been ruled by Japan for several years. 
Korea since the Japanese occupation 
has been an empire only in name, with 
a. puppet emperor created by Japan 


. upon a throne that was tottering to its 


fall long before tho Nipponese, eager, 
aggressive end even arrogant, deposed 
the old ruler. 


Now that the actual annexation has 


taken place and Korea has become as 
much a part of Japan as Alaska is a 
part of the United States it is inter- 


• esting to hark back some eons and re- 
view briefly the history of "the Land 
of the Morning Calm," as Korea has 
been called. Not the least Interesting 
fact Is that for 3,032 years Korea has 


been an independent nation. There Is 
just as strong 'dramatic interest In the 
death of an old nation as in the birth 
of a hew one and a great deal more of 
the element of tragedy. 


Tradition tells us that the Chinese 


nobleman Ki-tse was the founder of 
Korean nationality. Ho is believed to 
have taken 5,000 followers from China 
to the Korean city of- Pingyang, where 
he established the capital of the new 
kingdom. This was in the year 1122 be- 
fore Christ. 


About 600 years ago China iso- 


lated Korea by desolating a strip of 
fertile territory 60 miles wide by 300 
miles long, and until early in the pres- 
ent generation this strip remained as a 
buffer between China and Korea. 
The 


latter became "the Hermit Nation," so 
called. For centuries the armies of Ja- 


. pan arid China overran Korea at inter 
vals. 


Modern civilization knew but little o 


Korea until a Dutch ship was wreckei 
on tho coast In 1063. The Dutchmen 
when they finally escaped from the Her 
mit land, told stories about the countr 
which sounded Munchausenic to con 
servative ears. It was many years lat 
er, however, when white men ftnally'go 
a foothold In the quaint Land of th 
Morning Calm. In 1784 Christian mis 
sionaries planted the standard of th 
cross ii^the peninsula, and despite ter 
rlble persecutions at the hands of th< 
natives they continued their work. Bu 
the Koreans, like the Japanese untl 
b,alf a century ago, strongly objected b 
outsiders. In 1866 a "stranded American 
schooner, the General Sherman, was 
burned and her crow murdered by th 


Koreans. 
Sixteen years later a trea- 


ty of friendship..between tho United 
States and Korea was 
negotiated. 


Treaties with other nations followed, 
but Uncle Sam was the first in Korea, 
as in Japan, to make friends and offer 
the glad hand of welcome. 


The parallel between Korea and^Ja- 


pan ended with the opening of the Ko-, 
rean ports. Japan went jfonvard. Ko- 
rea lagged behind. Japan adopted mod- 
ern ideas and Institutions. Korea clung 
to her ancient ways. 
The result was 


Inevitable. It has just happened—an- 
nexation to Japan. 


China, Russia nnd Japan have fought 


for domination of Korea. The war be- 
tween China and Japan in 1594-5, which 
was won by iittlo Japan against gigan- 
tic China, had for one of us principal 
causes the resumption by the Chinese 
nation of Its ancient suzerainty over 
Korea. 
The brief but bloody war be- 


tween Japan and Russia In 1904, in 
which Japan amazed the world by her 
triumph over the czar's mighty armies 
and navies, was largely a conflict wag- 
ed for the control of Korea. 


Notwithstanding annexation and the 


reduction of the emperor to a rank be- 
low that of the crown princo of Japan, 
the Koreans are waging a guerrilla 
warfare against the usurpers. 


S. H. Klmm, formerly of the Korean 


legation and now president ofxthe Ko- 
rean Patriotic association, with head- 
quarters In New York. Bays the Ko- 
reans in all parts of the deceased king- 
dom are In favor of keeping up the des- 
ultory fighting In the hope that their 
Independence may be restored within a 
tew years through the defeat of Japan 
•>y a stronger power, and this power, 
they believe, will be the United States' 
Mr. Klmm said, speaking of Japanese 
occupation of Korea: 


"A tremendous army of occupation, 


now estimated at between 100,000 and 
150,000 men, was sont Into Korea, nnd 
ho whole country was put under mlll- 
ary rule. As a result more than half 
a million patriotic Koreans were forced 
out of the country and tool; rcfugo In 
Siberia and the western hemisphere.. 
Nevertheless the atrocities committed 
by the Japanese in- sacking and Inirn- 
ng villages and murdering women and 
children roused the spirit of resistance 
n the natives more and more, until 
ow there arc ngnin In the llekl fully 
0,000 Korean soldiers, armed with rllles 
and matchlocks.

makes It a self-evident fact that in 
the sale of the three commodities men- 
tioned, namely, flour, white potatoes 
and sweet potatoes the weights defined 
by law must be adhered lo.

the srlc of potatoes by the- 
barrel, 


owinK to the '.shipments coming from 
the southern and western states whore 
the laws arc radically different from 
those of Massachusetts, this depart- 
ment feels that it should before taking 
legal fiction toward the 'enforcement 
of this law, and in justice to the deal- 
ers, due notice should be given them 
stating i-learly that on and after a 
certain date all violators of said sec- 
tion will be liable to tho fines pre- 
scribed by law. to wit:

Costly, experience 
and legislative action combined have 
reduced the dangers of many of the 
irticles here enumerated so that with 
he exercise of. a reasonable amount of 
:are on the part'of those who use and 
landle them the loss of human life and 
troperty due to them has been greatly 
educed. When moving pictures were 
.rst introduced they were the cause of 
tveral fires, some of which were at- 
ended with a considerable loss, and in 
onie cases owing to the panic which 


of the district police, and Ihtt depart- 
ment Is also given ths power of grant- 
ing licenses for th.e exhibition of such 
pictures, and the power ""of

In reply it must be said 
that when moving pictures were first 
exhibited most of these safety devices 
and appliances 
were not in use or 


thought necessary; the .arc lamp was 
not enclosed in a fireproof housing; 
the rheostat ,was not always enclosed 
in an" iron case and the resistance colls 
were not always proportioned to the 
amount of current they' were to con- 
trol; when enclosed in a metal case It 
was not always provided with legs to 
keep it above the floor; there was but 
one reel used nnd'It was not encased in 
a sheet iron or steel 
magazine;

With neither of 
these voltages was any reading ob- 
tained on the voltmeter but a slight 
static discharge was noted.

test using the direct current with the 
nozzle 3 feet from the wire gave no 
reading on the voltmeter, hut gave a 
slight discharge to the hand, probably 
of static electricity. 


It will be noted that the distances 


between tho nozzle and the wire was 
in no instance greater than 10- feet. 
It is extremely Improbable ;hat a fire- 
man standing on the ground would be 
so near to live wires.

However, It is 
a safe rule to consider every wire as 
though It were bare and not to depend 
on tho Insulation for protection. 'If 
it Is good enough to protect so much 
tho better, .but you can't tell how poor 
it is until you feel the shock from, the 
current.

are of course bare. In passing, it is 
well to state also that it is wisp to 
consider -every wire alive and danger- 
ous unless someone whose business it 
is to know, states 
otherwise.

Ordinarily under working conditions at 
a fire a fireman's body would be of low 
resistance on account of being.wet, and 
usually the ground that he might be 
standing on would be wet enough to 
make a. good electrical ground so that 
these conditions would bp such as to 
make him subject to the full force of 
any difference of potential existing. A 
man on a ladder, a piece cf apparatus, 
or a building, would be better insula- 
ted from the ground, except in the case 
of a steel or reinforced concrete struc- 
ture when he might be well grounded. 


Summing up the whole subject, it is 


conclusive that a fireman may receive 
a shock when playing a stream on live 
wires. 
With the voltages ordinarily 


found in our cities, however, the shock 
received in this way would not be suf- 
ficient to injure or even inconvenience 
a man under ordinary conditions. Nev- 
ertheless, since some unforeseen and 
unknown factor 
might 
exist at any 


time. It is advisable not to play on live 
wires if It can be avoided.

INTERESTING ADDRESS BY 


EX-CHIEF J. R, HOPKINS 


J. R. Hopkins, ex-chief of the Somer- 


ville department, spoke on the subject: 
"Is It Possible for Over-Heated Steam 
Pipes to Ignite Wood in Close Proxim- 
ity?" He said: 


Mr. President .and gentlemen of the 


Massachusetts State Firemen's associ- 
ation: By the courtesy of your board 
of directors, I have been assigned to 
report to you on the following topic: 
"Will Hot Steam Pipes Set Firu 
to 


Wood?",I respectfully report as fol- 
lows: 


Steam pipes when in contact with 


wood will in time by the action of heat 
produce carbon in the form of charcoal 
Should there be a sudden jolt or vibra- 
tion, there will bo friction caused by 
being In contact with the surface on 
which it moves. This friction may be 
the result of running up or down stairs, 
or by dancing. This was notably provea 
when a lire occurred in a tavern In 
Woonsooket, R. I. In order to alter the 
mode of heating this building it was 
necessary to bore through the sill in 
order to carry the steam pipes to the 
radiators. They had been In this po- 
sition several years. 
One night there 


was a dance In the tavern, ana the os- 
cillation, the 
backwara ana forwara 


motion of the aancers, causea friction 
between the hot pipe and the carboned 
wood, and there was a fire. It was soon 
discovered and quickly extinguished. I 
have seen tho Identical piece of this sill 
and Gteam pipe in the office of the 
Manufacturers' 
Insurance 
company, 


Boston. There Is in the office of this 
company further evidence that hot 
steam pipes will set fire to wood. It 
may be seen there by anybody who de- 
sires further information on this topic. 


You will please permit me to quote 


the opinion of some representative fire- 
men on this question. This topic has 
been before the National Association of 
Flre Engineers as long ago as 18SO, and 
again In the yenr 1SR5. 
Tho late Cap- 


tain John S. Damrell (a name dear to 
all of us) said that "when carbonization 
of wood is produced it only requires one, 
or two degrees of heat to ignite tho 
matcrinl Into a fire." 


Tho late Chief Engineer Sextlon of 


St. Louis said that "Being n conatructor 
of buildings all my life, I know that hot 
steam pipos will sot fire to wood."

GUATEMALA CITY, Tuesday, Sept. 


13.—It is possible that the .American 
state department will be aekcd to in- 
tervene in the controversy which has 
grown out of the extension of the Pan- 
American line into Guatemalan terri- 
tory. In 1908 the Guatemala Central 
railroad, an American corporation, was 
granted an exclusive concession to ex- 
tend its line to the frontier of Mexico, 
thus completing another link in the 


Pan-American railroad system. Prefer- 
ential right -was also granted to build 
a, bridge to connect this line with the 
Mexican Pan-American railroad. 


Late in 1900 a company, of which 


David B. Thompson, formerly Ameri- 
can ambassador to Mexico, became the 
president, and the son of 
President 


Diaz" ono of the directors, purchased 
the Mexican Pan-American 
railroad. 


In January last President Thompson 


secured from the givernment of Guate- 
mala a concession allowing 
him 
to 


build a bridge across the Suchiato riv- 
er and establish a. terminal for 
the 


Mexican line on Guatemalan soil. This 
brought forth a vigorous protest from 
the American lino in Guatemala, 
the 


owners of which assert that their in- 
terests have been jeopardized.

Mexican Pan-American railroad has 
since passed into the hands of 
the

government 
though 
Mr. 


Thompson has retained the ownership 
of the concession for the bridge which 
the government-owned line will use.

THE VALUE OF THE SMOKE MASK 


. One-of the breeziest mid most instructive addresses delivered at the 


fireman's convention was that by Thomas W. Roose of Engine 8, Boston 
The subject was the value of the smoke mask in fighting fires, and 
lie 


cemonstrated in a clear and logical manner the great advantages to be 
derived from the proper use of the smoke mask in fighting fires. Judging 
from the speaker's remarks, it appears that the smoke mnsk is not gener- 
ally used nor even generally understood by firemen. 


Mr. Ebose believes that the smoke mask is capable of great improve- 


ment, and that eventually it will enable a fireman to pass through volumes 
of dense smoke from which he would otherwise have to flee. The speaker 
mentioned as an instance of what is possible, the "ammonia helmets" used 
by employes of storage warehouses, enabling (hem to make repairs under 
conditions which but for the advantages 'afforded by this device would 
necessitate shutting down the plant. 


. 
If, as Mr. Roose asserts, these devices are successfully employed by 


various governments, by steamship lines, in mines, in the mephitic gases of 
sewers; or wherever it is necessary for men to enter 
an 
unbrentheable 


atmosphere, then there is no reason why it should not be used with equal 
success by the average fire department. 


.The helmets which he described were of three kinds: First, those to 


which external air is supplied through hose to the point desired; second 
those self contained, such as the oxygen helmet, or that to which a tnnk is 
attached containing compressed air; third, those condensing or filtcrim* 
what little air may be contained in the fumes or smoke. 


The:smoke masks generally tried by fire departments, Mr. Roose stated 


nre of the last type, but. they have proved a failure, innsrnuch as thov 
aont supply enough air to support life if the fumes be very douse 
He 


favored the oxygen helmet as the most, practical for firo duty. H would 
nppear at least to the inexperienced tlmt Mr. Roose made some very fine 
pmnts'in regard to smoke masks, and if his clnims arc true it seems that 
every up-to-date fire department should equip itself with „ ,lnmb.r of these 
smoke masks without delay. 


It is well to adopt, every life-saving device to meet emergencies. 
Thero 


.'.re cnses^vherc lives could be easily saved if a flremnn could adopt any 
method of passing through dense volumes of smoke that under ordinary 
comht.ons would quickly prove fntnl. 
This purpose, according to Mr

An 
ex-chief there would order 
it . out of 


the way and', use wa'ter linos Instead, 
when the chemical could easily have 
been utilized to far bcttnr advantage. 
The old-tiih,e firemen used jokingly to 
give as a reason.for tho chief's prefer- 
ence in this rega*d, that he pwnod a 
lumber business- Still a similar-aver- 
sion is manifested even today to tho 
automobile flre apparatus. 
And with 


the introduction of the auto into the 
service, the advantages of the 12-hour 
shifts must become more than ever ap- 
parent. In the city of Springfield, where 
tho auto apparatus has been installed 
almost entirely, the necessity tor a full 
quota of firemen to man the apparatus 
before it loaves the station IB easily to 
be scon. For the auto could hardly bo 
boardbd-on Its way to a lire either by 
callnieu or by 
permanent men who 


might be on their way to or from 
meals. Its speed would make that a 
very hazardous, if not impossible fea't. 


Now if you will bear with me, I shall 


outline my argument for the 12-hour 
system and .shall take the city of Law- 
rence, one of more than the average 
size, as an example.

The electric' light now 


so -universally used, when first intro- 
duced, added its full quota to the har- 
vest of human-life and property, which 
seemed.to be'the price which must :ba 
paid "for.'so'many of the; things intro- 
duced for.the comfort and'convenience 
of ' the: human- race. Costly, experience 
and legislative.- a'ctlbn combined have 
reduced the dangers of many . cf the 
articles here enumerated so that with 
ho. exercise, of a.reasonable amount of 
care on the part of those who use arid 
laridle them the toss of human life and 
)roperty due to them has been greatly 
reduced. 
When moving: pictures were 


first introduced they were the cause of 
several fires, some of which were at- 
ended with a considerable loss, and in 
some "cases owing to the panic which

so-many fires, some of which were o 
a serious nature, due to tbe ignition o 
picture films? In reply it must be sai 
that when moving pictures were firs 
exhibited most of these safety device 
and appliances.1 were not In use 
thought necessary; tho arc lamp wa 
not enclosed in a fireproof housing 
the rheostat was not always enclose 
In an iron case and the resistance coil 
were not - always proportioned to th 
amount of current they were to con 
trol; when enclosed in a metal case 1 
was not always provided with legs t 
keep if above the floor; there was bu 
one reel used and it was not encased ii 
a sheet iron or steel magazine;

films when reeled off were allowed t 
run into a bag or basket held in th 
hands of an assistant or permitted t 
run onto the floor In a tangled mas 
exposed to sparks from tho carbons o 
tho arc lamp, cigar and clgarot stub 
and partially burned matches careless 
ly, thrown down by smokers;'incompe

IN 
UNITED STATES WAS 15 IN 


EACH 1,000 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 23.—The death 


rate In the United States in 1909 was 
15 in each 1000, according to a bulle- 
tin about to be issued by the census 
bureau.

MORE TYPHOID FEVER 


Three New Cases Reported to 


the Board of Health 
v 


THE 
BLACK 
HAND 
OUTRAGES* 


The outrages committed by the Black Hand society from time to tune 


during the past few years in this country should cause the police authorities 
to combine their forces in order to stamp out this combination of black- 
mailers, kidnappers and assassins. 


Everybody suspected of being in the remotest way connected with this 


society should be finger-printed, so as to be easily afterwards identified 
if wanted for any crime. 


It seems that a lot of these criminals make their escape simply by 


moving from one city to another after committing a crime. The men who 
engage in this business do not give their time to daily toil. 
They must 


spend their Jives in idleness or in plotting where they cnn get money by 
blackmail or-murder. It should be comparatively easy for the police of 
different cities to single out such men. 


•'•'• Dangerous characters of this kind should be held under strict sur- 
veillance'by the police, so that when a Black Hand crime is committed the 
authorities may know just where to look for the'culprits, and may have 
some means of identification that will help bring about their conviction. 


It seems that such crimes are-confined largely to this country and 


perpetrated by one elnss of foreigners. 
The aims of the society are so 


diabolical that they should incite the detective instinct of police authorities 
everywhere to greater vigilance and exertion in order to exterminate or 
.banish the whole vile horde.

THE 
DUTY OF DEMOCRATS 
» 


The state primaries will be held nest week, and then it will be incum- 


bent upon the democrats of the Fifth district to nominate the strongest 
candidate named on the ticket. Not, only is it necessary to select the best 
man in the congressional contest, but equally good judgment should be 
tsercised upon all the other contests. The great mistake made by demo- 
crats is that they vote for this or that man because they have been solicited 
to do so by his friends or by himself. 


It must be clear to everybody that the' most incompetent candidate 


muy be the most active in soliciting-votes. On the contrary the very best 
and ablest candidates may not solicit votes at all. There is no objection to 
the soliciting of votes in the right way. It is a perfectly legitimate method 
of campaigning, but the house to house method often deludes the. voters. 


When candidates hold public rallies 'and employ speakers to plead 


their-cause, they are soliciting votes in a, general way,'but the personal 
solicitation to which we have reference is that .which takes place on the 
street corners or in the house to house canvass and which misrepresents 
the candidates in the field. 


This sort of canvass is very common of late, and it is only the men 


who are out of employment who can afford time to go from house to house 
in the district or in a city to solicit votes. 
-y 


The voters should understand this and should not be led merely by the 


personal solicitations of an individual candidate to throw away their votes 
upon him simply because through selfish motives he called upon them at 
their homes. 
Vote for the best candidate whether he solicits your vote 


or not and do not bind yourself to vote only for the man who calls at your 
home to solicit your rote unless you know that he is the very best in 
the field. 


THE VALUE OF THE SMOKE MASK 


One of the breeziest and most instructive addresses delivered at the 


firemen's convention was that by Thomas W. Roose of Engine 8, Boston. 
The subject was the value of the smoke mask in fighting fires, and ho 
demonstrated in a clear and logical manner the great advantages to be 
derived from the proper use of the smoke mask in fighting fires. Judging 
from the speaker's remarks, it appears that the smoke mask is not gener- 
ally used nor even generally understood by firemen. 


Mr. Boose believes that the smoke mask is capable of great improve- 


ment, and that'eventually it will enable a fireman to pass through volumes 
of dense smoke from which he would otherwise have to flee. The speaker 
mentioned as.an instance of what is possible, the "ammonia helmets" used 
by employes of storage warehouses, enabling them to make repairs under 
conditions which but for the advantages afforded by this device would 
necessitate shutting down the plant. 


If, as Mr. Roose asserts, these devices are successfully employed by 


various governments, by steamship lines, in mines, in the mephitic gnses of 
sewers, or wherever it is necessary for men to enter an 
unbreatheiihle 


atmosphere, then there is no reason why it should not be used with equal 
success by the average fire department. • 


The helmets which he described were of three kinds: First, those to 


which external air is supplied through hose to the point desired; second, 
those self contained, such as the oxygen helmet, or that to which a tank is 
attached containing compressed air; third, those condensing or filtering 
what little air may be contained in the fumes or smoke. 


The smoke masks generally tried by fire departments, Mr. Roose stated, 


nre of the last type, but they have proved a failure, inasmuch as they 
don't supply enough air to support life if the fumes be very dense. 
He 


favored (he oxygen helmet as the most practical for fire duty. It would

"I reported to Mr. Roosevelt," he 


said, "that there had been several ac- 
cessions to our ranks, among them del- 
egates from Dutchess and Montgomery 
counties. Mr. Roosevelt will be tem- 
porary chairman. There is no question 
about that." 


Col. Roosevelt said that the names of 


several candidates were gone over once 
more, but that no agreement on any of 
them had been reached. The platform 
had not even been tentatively outlined, 
aside from the understanding that it 
would be progressive.

Terra cotta tile notwithstanding its 


failures can be so made and 
applied 


that It will bo. an efficient fire protec- 
tion. Most failures can be tKiced to the 
use of a tile, the webs of which are 
not heavy or thick enough to stand the 
strains brought on them. Tests by the 
underwriters and actual finis show the 
tllo to be hard and firm after " severe 
fires, but with the faces cracked and

It was conclusively shown that the 


hollow tile and wire lath and plaster 
partitions were not capable of standing 
severe arcs.-. The tile partitions failed 
from failure of bond and 'the unequal 
expansion of the face and back of the 
tile.

There 
is nothing to burn but the contents ant] 
it is quite possible that a stream from 
the outside would never reach the flre. 
A flre in a building equipped as this 
one is with sprinklers 
and 
interior 


stnndpipes can be fought much more 
effectively from the inside. 


A recent flre in St. Louis emphasizes 


the above statement. The flre was 
started on the fifth floor by 
a 
boy 


stepping on a match. The automatic 
springlers, 13 heads, confined the flre to 
an arcn of 15x20 feet. The fireman re- 
sponded promptly to the alarm, erected 
ladders on the outside of the building 
and carried the hose up the fire es- 
capes. None of the streams reached 
the fire which was controlled entirely 
by the sprinklers. 


In tho strictest sense no bullldng is 


absolutely fireproof, for any material 
will be decomposed if subjected to sut- 
flcently high temperatures. Reinforced 
concrete construction, however, has 
such great fire-resisting qualities that 
It may be said to be fireproof under all 
ordinary and most severe fires.

the expense, but I propose to show 
later by figures that this Is not the 
fact. 
Others point to the 
experience' 


New York City, where the 12-hour sys- 
tem was tried and found wanting". Bu 
I am of the opinion that this trial was 
not a thorough 
one. Hpwever, New 


York is no criterion, as that city trlec 
the chemical engine and refused 
to 


adopt'it at a time when almost everj 
other city in the country had installed 
it as a piece of its fire-fighting 
ap- 


paratus and found it gave satisfactory 
results. So that, if New York or any 
other city, has'abandoned the. 12-hour 
system, it do-as riot follow "that the 
cities of Massachusetts shall .not find 
it satisfactory after a fair trial. 
We may approach this matter with 


the object of bettering tho condition 
of the flremon of the state.1 I 
trust 


th,at the subject will be carefully con- 
sidered by every fireman and studied 
without prejudice—with solely a sin- 
cere purpose to reach a decision 
that 


shall be fair to the cities, to the fire- 


generally and t6 the service 
It- 


self. 


My principal object Jn presenting this 
paper for your consideration Is to start 
the firemen thinking1, even though 1 
feel that, iike every other change in 
the system that has 
been 
proposed, 


there will be opposition from the very 
persons that It will benefit moat. . 


For instance, old-time firemen could 


not see any good In. the steam 
flro 


engine until after several contests had 
demonstrated, its effectiveness and con- 
vinced them of its worth. The chemi-

In the city of Lawrence, that most 
valuabl-0 piece o f . flre apparatus used 
to be dubbed "The Soda Fountain;'.' An

been utilized to far-better advantage.- 
The old-time firemen used jokingly to 
give as a reason for the chicf's~prefer- 
encc in this regard, that he owned a 
lumber business. 
Still .a similar aver- 


sion is manifested even today to " the 
automobile 'fire apparatus. 
Arid with 


the introduction of the auto into the 
service, the advantages of the-12-hour 
shifts must .become-more thari ever ap- 
parent. In the city of Springfield, where 
the auto apparatus has been. Installed 
almost entirely,'the necessity for a full 
quota of firemen to man the apparatus 
before it loaves tho station Is easily to 
be seen. • For the. auto .could hardly bti 
boarded on its way to a flre either by 
callmen or-by permanent men who 
might • be on their way to or from 
meals. ' Its . speed would make that a 
very hazardous, if not impossible feat. 


Now if you will-bear with me, I shall 


outline my argument for the 12-hour 
system and shall take tho city oC Law- 
rence, onti -of more than the average 
nlze, as an example.' In that city I have

The essentials' in the administration 


of fire departments are: cost of main- 
tenance, efficiency. 
. We- will .compare, first, the' cost of 
maintenance of a 12-hour:Bystem with 
the cost under the. present system. The 
city of - Lawrence . will have a pay roil 
in Its fire department this year, of 
about $80,000. There are, sixty pernm- 
nent. men at present employed, and If 
the $20,000 .that IB now' paid to the .call 
, and substitute- forces could be expend-: 
ed for twenty extra, permanent men, at 
a salary o£' $1000 . per man, the city' 
would have eighty permanent mon on 
the. department. . At an Increase of 25 
per cent In the expense of the pay roll 
of the ..department, not 50 per cent, as 
opponents of the system claim, 26 more 
permanent men could be employed, 
bringing the membership of the forcq 
up to IOC men. This number would al- 
low o£ two shift*, with 53 men In each 
shift, to. do duty alternately, fluring the 
24 hours for periods of 12 hours for 
each shift. 


Now I claim that 53 men on duty 


continuously, at tho several stations 
would place the department on a more 
efficient basis than at present, for 
following reasons:

Forest Fires' 


One of the interesting addresses' of 


the evening was that entitled "Forestry 
and Fire Mennce of Same," delivered 
by Prof. Frank W. Rane. state for- 
esters. 


During the course of his remarks 
Prof. Rane said that the subject oC for- 
estry, is one of the birthrights of 
the 
nation and we little realize the value 
of tho forests. Forest products are in- 
creasing in value and it 'was not so 
long ago that the large trees were as 
numerous, as the little birch trees at 
the present. 
. '

The speaker then dwelt at consider- 
able length on the devastation of for- 
ests by fire.. Last year there were 1500 
forest .and. grass fires reported at the 
office of tho state foresters 
but the 


speaker said that he was of the opin- 
•ion that there were hundreds that were 
not reported. 
He- said grass flres are 
considered insignificant but that is a 
mistaken idea, for if that fire spreads 
it will- d1) a damage which cannot bo 
estimated. 
. . 


Prof. Rane then referred to the re- 
claiming of 'forest land by the state. 
Also the economic importance of waste 
lands in the state, adding that there 
ore three million acres of land in the 
state which are adapted to nothing 
else 'but forests, and spoke of the value 
of the timber If grown. Reference was 
made to the recent enactment of the 
legislature making It mandatory to get 
permission to set grass .and rubbish 
fires. People, he said, at that time 
thought the law took liberty out of 
their hands, but "obedience of the law 
Is liberty." 


The speaker dwelt at considerable 


length on the manner of fighting forest 
fires and referred to the excellent work 
of th» forestry department In trying to 
keep fires out of forests. If the forest 
Is protected -you can eat pie and still 
have It, for if you cut the -trees down 
they will grow again; but allow the 
fire to visit the forests and it will be 
a long time before the wood will be 
able to grow.
